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THE DUTIES OF A COMMITTEE MEMBER

In the July issue of our journal the nature of the library committee was 
briefly examined and the conclusion drawn that public libraries affiliated to 
the Provincial Library Service are of an advisory nature Committees of 
library depots, on the contrary, are controlling bodies 

Last month the composition of the committee was explained It was finally 
concluded that the library committee in South Africa is far from accomplish 
ing its task in the manner of its American or Scandinavian counterpart 
Something is lacking Is the fault in the nature of the committees? Is the 
Composition defective? Are our committees too inexperienced? Or are we 
still too close to the subscription system? Is guidance from the authorities 
iacking? Is there not enough literature on the matter? Why is there not an 
association of committee members in the Cape Province? Many more such ques 
tions could be asked Whatever the iack may be, or whoever may be responsi 
ble, is of little importance; the fact remains that the advent of the Provin 
cial Library Services has presented us with a wonderful opportunity to make 
a thorough going success of the committee system 

I would suggest that we first seek clarity regarding what we expect of a 
committee member As soon as we have reached this, we shall have to discuss 
how to give effect to it 


THE DUTIES OF A LIBRARY COMMITTEE MEMBER; 


1. Advice to the Town Council on library policy: 


Into this category fall matters like the following: for how long books may 
be borrowed; how many books borrowers may take at a time; can borrowers 
living on farms take more books at a time than townspeople and possibly for 
longer periods; the hours of opening of the library to the public by day and 
in the evening, etc 


2. Rarsing the necessary funds; 


The budget, as prepared by the Librarian, must be examined by the committee 
and clearly and strongly presented to the Town Council It is one of the 
main functions of the committee to ensure that sufficient funds are available 
for the library’s programme If the Town Council does not dispose of the 
necessary funds there is no reason why other sources should not be tapped 
The Church Council. School Committee, Farmers’ Association, Agricultural 
Union, Women’s Association and various other public bodies can be approached 
There are numerous libraries in the Cape Province which collect funds in 





this way in order to assist the Town Councils in discharging their library 
obligations 

The objective of the library is surely the education of the people - an 
ideal which any public body ought to support. In addition to the Town Coun- 
cil’ s minimum obligations, as laid down by the Provincial Administration, a 


committee may need funds for a display-rack, flower pots, a telephone, origin- 


al paintings, cups for functions, etc. It is an excellent idea to approach 
a few of the well to do residents of the town or district in such matters. 


There is little more attractive than local pride in a town’s own achievements 


Apart from the above-mentioned methods, there are of course the well-tried 
rummage sales, cake sales and bazaars which committee members can bear in 
mind if they are prepared to work personally for a good cause. 


3. Furnish information to the general public regarding your library: 


Do you serve on a local church council, school board of committee, debating 
society, farmers’ union, church choir, sunday school staff or other organisa- 
tion? Have you ever given them a talk on the ideal and the function of the 
library? Tell them how reading influences peoples’ lives. Tell them of 
books, films, etc. which you can recommend regarding their own society’s 
matters Naturally you will first see that you are fully informed in 
respect of your own library’s stock and potentialities. How many members 
have you recruited for your library? Are all your friends members of the 
library? When last did you discuss a book with them? The best advertisement 
for your library is yourself as a committeemember. Have confidence in your 
library as in yourself 


4. Do you attend committee meetings regularly?: 


Regular attendance raises the morale and prestige of your committee and 
keeps you abreast of library matters. 


5. Read library literature and visit other libraries: 


Are you aware that librarianship is a well-developed science with hundreds 
of related books and periodicals? The Library Service subscribes to periodi- 
cals like Library Trends, Library Quarterly, The Library Journal, Wilson’s 
Bulletin, American Library Association Record, to many others which deal with 
libraries for children, hospitals, schools, film libraries, also with cata- 


loguing and classifying One ought to become acquainted with library develop- 


ment in one’s own country and in others, in order to obtain a proper perspec- 


tive and to keep informed as to what may be expected of a good fully develop- 
ed public library Ask your local library to arrange for some of these 
periodicals to be available to you. 














6. Support library development in general by becoming a member of the South 

African Library Association: 

This association has the same ideals as you have become a member by 
applying to your librarian The stronger our Association the more weight we 
Shall have with the Government regarding the library legislation we desire 
and the funds necessary to achieve our library ideals 


7. Examine the monthly report of your library as weil as the periodic reports 
of inspections by the regional librarzan: 

Examination of these reports will indicate whether your library is up to 
Standard Should the inspection report indicate any shortcoming or make ay 
recommendations, it is the duty of a committee member to investigate the cir 
cumstances and reasons for such a position and to do all in his power to 
rectify it 

More than half of your duties remain to be mentioned Next month these 
will be discussed. 

I trust that all this has not already dissuaded you from standing for re 
election. 








DIE ROL VAN DIE SKOOLBIBLIOTEEK

Lesing gehou op Vrydagaand 11 September in die biblioteeklokaal van die 
Kimberleyse Hoér Seunskool, voor lede van die Tak en gaste uit die plaaslike 
S.A.O.U- en S.A.T.A.-Takke. 


Die feit dat ek vanaand hier voor u moet optree, is eintlik n groot fout 
Die Komitee van die Noord-Kaaplandse Tak van die S.A.B.V. het vanaf sy begin 
af gevoel dat iets besonders gedoen moet word om belangstelling in en die 
standaard van skoolbiblioteke te verhoog Daarom is gevoel dat die Tak ten 
minste twee vergaderings per jaar behoort te wy aan skoolbiblioteke en hulle 
probleme. Mnr. C.H. Vermeulen, die organiseerder van skoolbiblioteke in die 
Kaapprovinsie is genader om hierdie vergadering te kom toespreek, maar dit 
was nie vir hom moontlik om hier te wees nie en daar is toe besluit om hom 
vroeg aanstaande jaar weer te nooi om die Tak toe te spreek 

Daarom sal ek dan ook vanaand so min as moontlik s@ oor die beleid van die 
Kaapse Onderwysdepartement insake skoolbiblioteke Ek gaan slegs probeer om 
so algemeen as moontlik die ideale skoolbiblioteek te skets Ek wil dadelik 
beklemtoon dat ek afgesien van n intense belangstelling in skoolbiblioteke en 
hulle probleme nie n deskundige op dié gebied is nie en wat ek dan vanaand 
hier gaan s@, verkry is uit geskrifte en uit wat ek die afgelope 2 tot 3 
maande ondervind het in die geringe kontak wat my Departement in Noord 
Kaapland met skoolbiblioteke gehad het. 


1. BASIESE VEREISTES 


Dit sou miskien goed wees om in hierdie stadium n lysie te maak van die 
basiese vereistes wat aan elke skoolbiblioteek gestel word. 


(a) Doeltreffende akkommodasie is seker die eerste vereiste 
n Mens kan jou haas nie voorstel dat enige biblioteekdiens 
gelewer kan word sonder dat n doeltreffende en funksionele 
biblioteeklokaal beskikbaar is nie By klasbiblioteke moet 
ruim voorsiening gemaak word vir die berging en uitstalling 
van die boeke Tog is daar soveel ho#r- en laerskole wat 
geen biblioteeklokaal het nie en waar ek met my eie o€ gesien 
het dat biblioteekboeke in onderwyserskabinette gestop word 
totdat daar nie vir n muis plek is nie. In die geval vann 
sentrale lokaal is dit uiters belangrik dat dit korrek geleé 
Sal wees So baie biblioteeklokale is weggesteek in hoekies 
van die skoolterrein waar kinders nooit kom nie en staan

selfs op n perseel aan die oorkant van die straat. Die 
biblioteeklokaal behoort op die pad van die kinders te wees; 
daar waar hulle gedurende pouses moet speel en met klasver 

anderings moet verbygaan Die lokaal self moet funksioneel 
beplan wees om goeie kontrole moontlik te maak en om die 
verskillende soorte biblioteekmateriaal reg te huisves. Die 
beplanning van so n biblioteeklokaal is die taak van n des 

kundige. Ek wil n beroep op alle skoolhoofde en onderwysers 
doen om met die biblioteekorganiseerder van die Departement 
te skakel voordat enigiets op die koste aangepak word Die 
Klerk van Werke of n gewone bibliotekaris van n Openbare 
Biblioteek weet normaalweg baie min van hierdie saak. 


(b) Dit is baie wenslik dat die ,,skoolatmosfeer" sover moont 
lik uit die biblioteek geweer word. Die biblioteek behoort n 
aangename, aantreklike lokaal te wees; desnoods met aantrek- 
like gordyne, matte en n huislike kleurskema So n atmosfeer 
sal geweidig baie daartoe bydra om kinders na die biblioteek 
te lok 


‘c) Is dit nodig dat gesé hoef te word dat die regte biblio- 
teekmateriaal in die biblioteek nodig is? n Biblioteek son- 
der boeke is immers nie n biblioteek nie, maar n instellings 

biblioteek, soos n skoolbiblioteek, met die verkeerde boeke 
daarin isn onding Ek het eenkeer by n plaasskooltjie in 

geloer en die onderwyser het met groot trots na die rakke ge 

wys Die boeke wat beskikbaar was vir n primére skooltjie 
tot standerd 5, was werke van Langenhoven, C.M. van den 
Heever en ander skrywers wat ver bo die ontwikkellingspeil van 
die kinders was Dit is seker nie nodig om te meld dat dik 
lae stof op die boeke versamel was nie, want geen kind het 
belang gestel nie In die beperkte ruimte van ons Suid- 
Afrikaanse skoolbiblioteke is dit veel beter om baie selek 

tief te wees met die opbou van die boekevoorraad. n Skool 

biblioteek se basiese funksie is nie ontspanning nie, maar 
studie. Daarom was dit vir my aanvanklik n ontnugtering om 
op te merk dat omtrent alle skole wat die afgelope tyd in ons 
kantore boeke uitgesoek het die klem op lekkerilees~-storie- 
boeke laat val het. Myns insiens, behoort die boekevoorraad 
so uitgesoek te word dat dit aanpas by die leerplan van elke 
vak en dus behoort daar meestal nie-fiksie of vakliteratuur 
in die skoolbiblioteek te wees. Selfs by die studie van 
letterkunde moet kinderklassieke liefs op die rakke wees en 
nie Enid Biyton en Trompie nie Heel gou het ek besef dat 
die onderwysers se probleem op die oomblik is om die kind te 








leer lees en dit is eers oor n paar jaar wanneer die huidige 
sub-A-klasse, wat die leesgewoonte aangekweek het, in die 
hoér standerds kom dat ons hoop het om van die lekkerlees 
boeke uit die skoolbiblioteek ontslae te raak In n goeie 
skoolbiblioteek is n versameling tydskrifte onontbeerlik 
Verder is ek van mening dat films en grammofoonplate ook 
deur die biblioteek hanteer behoort te word,al word dit in 
die Departement deur n aparte afdeling behartig 


(d) Die heel belangrikste vereiste vir n doeltreffende 
biblioteek is n onderwyserbibliotekaris met die nodige op- 
leiding, die intense belangstelling en bereidwilligheid om 
baie hard te werk Die organisasie van n skoolbiblioteek 
vereis spesiale opleiding en ons het geen hoop om in die 
Skoolbiblioteek noemenswaardige diens te lewer as die 
Standaard van die onderwyserbibliotekarisse nie aansienlik 
verhoog word nie 


(e) Biblioteekure: Soveel biblioteke met redelike akkommo 

dasie en aansienlike boekevoorrade word nog gekniehalter as 
gevolg van die feit dat die skoliere omtrent nooit tyd kry om 
in die biblioteke te kom nie. Die biblioteek en/of boekrakke 
is altyd gesluit, behalwe gedurende biblioteekperiodes 

wanneer die onderwysers oopsluit en somtyds nog boeke in die 
lug hou vir skoliere om te kom neem Dis n fatale toestand 

Indien die biblioteek nie voor skool, gedurende pouses en 
sekere ure na skooltyd oop is en n bibliotekaris gedurende 
hierdie tyd op diens is nie, wil ek amper sover gaan om te s@ 
dat die biblioteek maar net sowel nie hoef te bestaan nie 

Sommige skole laat hoofseuns en dogters vir sekere ure toesig 
hou in die biblioteek, maar hier is die gebrek aan leserkun 

dige hulp n groot leemte Dit is slegs as die biblioteek vir 
die kinders toeganklik is dat hy aan sy doel beantwoord; dan 
kan hulle bekend raak met die boeke, tyd maak om tydskrifte 
en koerante te lees en kan die skoolbiblioteek ook n bietjie 
aanvullende onderwys gee By skole wat binne bereik van 
Openbare Biblioteke met n goeie kinder-afdeling is, word 
hierdie probleem in n mate opgelos Dit sal miskien interes 

sant wees om op te merk dat in die Noordsee-lande daar in die 
meeste openbare biblioteke klaskamers is met al die toebehore 
en dat klasse na die openbare biblioteek kom en daar onderrig 
ontvang

Hy se verder dat 56 skoie n redeiike diens gee, maar het gebrekkige huis 
vesting, ongebaianseerde boekerye en arbitrére organisasie 112 skole het 
geen sentraie bibiioteekiokaai nie en die biblioteek word sporadies deur 
o»nderwysers behartig 35 skolie het geen noemenswaardige diens gelewer nie. 

AS n mens hierdie prentjie met toestande in sommige oorsese lande vergeiyk 
is dit skokkend dat so n toestand nog kan voortbestaan 


3  TOEKOMSTIGE ONTWIKKELING

+ N NUWE BENADERING 1S NOODSAAKLIK 


Daar is heeiwat meer nodig as die biote voorsiening van owerheidsweé 
van geskikte lokaie, meubeis en seifs die nodige boeke. Dit is noodsaaklik 
dat elke onderwyser n nuwe standpunt teenoor die biblioteek sal inneem Dit 
word vandag aigemeen aanvaar, en is veronderstel om die gebruik te wees 
dat gedifferensieerde onderwys aan elke kind verskaf moet word Dit is vir 
my ondenkbaar hoe so iets aangepak kan word sonder n doelitreffende skoolbi 
biioteek Die skoolbiblioteek behoort die middelpunt te wees van al die 
Skooi aktiwiteite van elke skool en die boekevoorraad behoort so uitgesoek te 
wees dat dit by elke vak se leerplan aanpas. Leerplan, boekevoorraad, for 
mele lesings en take behoort in mekaar gerat te wees Ek weet dit kilink n 
groot mondvoi maar dit word tog in talle oorsese inrigtings met groot sukses 
gedoen en is nie blote wensdenkery nie Al die skoolaktiwiteite binne 
sowel as buitemuurs, behoort altyd teruggevoer te word na die biblioteek 








Vanaf Godsdiens- onderrig tot voetbal kan al die aktiwiteite voordeel uit die 
biblioteek trek 

Dit is nodig dat baie skoolhoofde, skoolrade en ouers n nuwe standpunt ten 
opsigte van die skoolbiblioteek sal inneem By so baie skole val die klem 
op sport enn goeie voetbalveld of n swembad en die kinders se prestasies in 
dié verband is van soveel groter belang as die biblioteek en sy aktiwiteite 
By baie skole word die biblioteek slegs beskou as n oorlas wat die kinders 
van die sportvelde weghou en waar kinders hulle tyd mors in plaas van huis 
werk te doen 


5 GEDIFFERENSIEERDE ONDERWYS 


Die kern van gedifferensieerde onderwys en ook van alle ware opvoedings 
werk is dat elke skolier, in ooreenstemming met sy eie vermoéns, die volle 
kans moet kry om so volledig moontlik te ontwikkel Dit is hier waar die 
biblioteek van uiterste belang is In n goedtoegeruste biblioteek met n 
belangstellende bibliotekaris, wat saam met die klasonderwyser die nodige 
leiding kan gee, sal elke skolier n beter kans hé om selfstandig te werk en 
te ontwikkel 

Afgesien van karakterbou, waarvan daar in die moderne onderwys ook maar 
min kan plaasvind is die volgende belangrike taak van die skool, en wat dit 
betref ook van die universiteit, ongetwyfeld om die skolier en student te 
leer om self te werk; om oor enige onderwerp of probleem feite te versamel; 
om hom in te werk in sy vak of belangstellingsveld Dit is vandag veelal 
die geval dat die universiteit die hoérskool blameer vir die lae standaard 
van die matrikulante terwyl die hoérskool weer die primére skool blameer 
omdat dié nie die kind geleer het om te skrywe, te spel en somme te maak nie 
Daar kan seker baie redes genoem word vir hierdie toestand, maar, hoe meer 
ek met skoolbiblioteke te doen kry, hoe meer besef ek dat die gebrekkige 
skoolbiblioteek ongetwyfeld een van die belangrikste oorsake is Ek onthou 
nog goed hoe ek baie dae die eerstejaars wat saam met my op universiteit 
was. gade geslaan het in hul patetiese gesukkel om aan die werk te kom Ek 
moet vermeld dat ek eers vyf jaar na skoolverlating na die universiteit 
gegaan het en dit was n ontnugtering om die onvolwassenheid van die deursneé 
student gade te slaan en dan praat ek nie van die ,buitemuurse aktiwiteite' 
nie, maar van die akademiese sy Slegs in n goeie biblioteek met die nodige 
leiding sal die skolier leer om self te werk 

Ek weet dat die groot probleem en algemene klagte van alle onderwysers is 
dat daar nie tyd is nie; dat die leerplan te vol is; dat al hierdie mooi 
ideale slegs ideale sal bly; dat dit niks gaan help om die resuitate in die 
eindeksamen te verbeter nie (Daarvoor moet die kinders gedril word!) &k 
wil dit dan aan elke regdenkende onderwyser en bibliotekaris stel dat om 
hierdie twee botsende standpunte met mekaar te versoen, ons taak is; dit is 
die taak van die huidige geslag van onderwysers en bibliotek«arisse 
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6 PRAKTIESE PROBLEME 


Dit sal seker niks help om hier te staan en filosofeer nie en ek sal dus 
liewers afdaal na die praktyk en verder gesels oor n aantal praktiese 


probleme wat die afgelope tyd deur onderwysers self onder my aandag gebring 
is 


a Uist etkingstelsel: Die mees aigemene en doeitreffende 
uitreikingsteiseil vir die skoolbiblioteek is seker dié waar 
eike skolier n leserskaart het waarop aile boeke wat uitge 
neem word aangeteken word Die onderwyserbibliotekaris en 
elke kiasonderwyser sal dus kan kontroleer hoeveel en wat 
elke kind lees So sal die skolier dan die nodige leiding 
kan ontvang Maar as niemand ooit na hierdie kaarte kyk nie 
en as die uiters belangrike statistieke wat daaruit gehaal 
kan word, nie benut word nie, kan net sowel van die Brown 
ultreikingstelsel gebruik gemaak word Hierdie stelseli hou 
Slegs rekord van wie watter boek uit het en sodra die boek

THE CHILDREN’S LIBRARY, CLANWILLIAM

The Karen Bergh Memorial Room, our children’s wing in the Leipoldt-Nortier 
Memorial Library, is bright and spacious and filled with modern bookshelves 
and display boards 

The books are arranged alphabetically in their different groups except for 
one corner devoted to easy books in both English and Afrikaans It is a real 
joy to see the young children congregating in this easy corner They squat 
down on the floor together and pore over the books while discussing them in 
discreet whispers Sometimes the very young children will come and ask me: 
"Is this book in English or Afrikaans?", and it amuses me to hear my reply 
repeated in exactly my ow pronunciation 


COLOUR 


Needless to say the gaily coloured books attract first and stories about 
children and animals are always in demand in the junior group 

The senior girls almost invariably go straight to the fiction shelves and 
here again stories about people are most popular "Little Women", "Good 
Wives" and 'Jo’s Boys" have been read by nearly every girl here while the 
“What Katy Did" series is a close runner up in popularity 

Strangely enough fairy tales are rarely taken out unless I first introduce 
them to the children and poetry never, unless I point out some amusing poems 
such as Edward Lear’ s Nonsense Rhymes or "Strewel Peter" I think that at 
first anyhow poetry has to be read aloud and discussed before children can 
appreciate it 

True story books are rarely looked at by the girls until some theme is 
given to them at school which calls for such reading Then we get requests 
for "The life of " or "The History of ' and I fear books on cookery 
or sewing are passed over with indifference in all age groups 

Boys are less conservative in their reading They are all interested in 
the science books, both fiction and fact, illustrated history and geography 
books too, and they will read avidly any.thing about air transport and sport 
Fiction is popular too of course, particularly adventure stories Real life 
adventure stories also appeai, "Scott of the Antarctic" being very popular 


MAGIC 


One book which I thought would appeal to older boys has had a poor recep 
tion a book on magic Now if all the boys were to read it there would be 
no fun for the magician so I have introduced it secretly to one boy at a time, 
after showing him the first easy trick, but only two boys have borrowed the 
book in six months and so far I have not heard of any budding young magi- 
cians

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The fact that a book is not borrowed does not always mean that it has not 


been read Many of the shorter books such as Bemelman’s "Madeline" books are 


read and enjoyed at one sitting 

On a table in the centre of the Library we keep a tiny bookshelf holding 
Beatrix Potter’s books. The books published by the Cape Province on protect 
ed birds and fiowers are very popular with ali age groups,

THEORY 


1o we have to have book selection at all? Could we not just buy the 
children’s books which come on the market and be done with? To answer that 
question let us tell you that about 300 children’s books are published annual 
ly in the Afrikaans medium and about 4,000 in the English 

Could we buy all those in Afrikaans, as so many of our young readers are 
Afrikaans speaking? Let us put the average price per copy at 10/: (which is 
low We would have to spend ‘150 for 300 titles Our orders amount to 300 
copies per title usually, which brings us to the amount of £45,000 to be 
spent for the Afrikaans books alone As this year’s budget for the purchase 
of children’s books is £35,000 we would have overspent that figure by 
£10,000. without having bought a single English book 

English titles at the rate of 4,000 per year, costing 10/- per copy (they 
actually cost more and orders going out at the average of 100 copies per 
title, would bring us to £200,000 Compared with the actual sum available, 
namely £35 000, we would have overspent this year’s budget by £165. 000 This 
little bit of arithmetic makes it clear that from the financial point of view 
selection must take place 

Now to the literary point of view What are we looking for and how do we 
select? In both mediums the deciding factor lies in the contents of the book, 
it is the ideas that books convey, that matters What do we ask for in a 
book for children? It ought to be written by an author who has an approach 
to his subject which a child can understand, in other words a person, who 
still has the touch of childhood in his pen It ought to be written by an 
author who can interpret the meaning of what he is trying to say in words 
which have power and will convince. A child’s book ought to be by a person 
who has creative imagination This is to say that the book for a child 
is the book written by the creative artist 

Also true is the fact that books read by children were not always written 
for them, but they were written by creative artists, nevertheless Robinson 
Crusoe and Gulliver’s Travels, for example, were written for adult readers 
but they were adopted by children On the other hand, books written by 
creative artists for children have been and are still popular among cultured 
adults, like the books "Alice in Wonderland" and "Through the Looking Glass.' 

Children are more critical readers than the average adult person, therefore 
the author must have his background correct, he must have studied it care 
fully Many authors of children’s books do exactly that e.g. Cynthia Harnett 
told us at an assembly of Children’s Librarians how very carefully she 
studied the background of the Cotswolds in England for her story "The Wool 
pack' The result is excellent as anyone who has read the book will agree

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A chiid’s book has to have good illustrations, good paper, print, spacing 
a handy format, attractive binding. The type of print should be in keeping 
with the subject and the age of the child for which the story in intended 
To achieve best resuits the author, the illustrator and the designer should 
work in ciose co operation There can be books and there are which have 
beautifui illustrations and a good production, yet the text might only be 
mediocre 

A book shouid have quality As an example iet me quote two tities: 

K pling’: Jungle books, and 

Bur>oughs’ Tarzan Books 
both books deal with the probiems and adventures of a human being living 
among animals In the former you have the emotional and sensational appeal 
restrained and kept in its place, in the jatter you find mostly open sensa 
tional appeal only 

There are the fairy books and those fuil of fantasy, which cannot possibly 
have a background of reaiity yet they shouid be consistent in the treatment 
of their subject and the sense of wonder should be reali and fresh The moral 
trend in children’s books shouid be high; baseness should not be taught 
The stimuiation of the mind is important and a book with high ideais will 
naturaily foster an appreciation of what is good and nobie In the Non 
Fiction books the facts given must be correct, the illustrations informative, 
the text in keeping with the age ievel the book is intended for 

Our task is a human one, nameiy the development of the child’s mind, his 
emotions, his imagination, his gaining of knowledge Therefore book seiec 
tion is necessary from the literary point of view as well as from the 
financiai one, and we feel that this is the reai criterion Here we cannot 
give statistics, for who can assess the damage that can be done when wrong 
and faise books, when mediocre or second and third rate books are put before 
our children? Or who can put down in figures the enjoyment and the blessings 
which a well worth whiie book can bestow on the minds of our young readers? 


PRACTICE 


In the ‘Library Standards for South African Public Libraries' which has 
been compiled by the South African Library Association there is a chapter on 
Children’s Bookstock Standards As to the quality of bookstock we read: 
'Oniy the highest standards should be used in the selection of books and 
other materiais for chiidren The chiid’s naturai enthusiasm draws him to 
books but through inexperience and lack of guidance, it is the books and 
comics which are familiar and easily available that the child reads, and not 
aiways the best books' Further we read: “The library should provide a 
constant supply of the better type of books, periodicals, newspapers etc. to 
meet the demands of the child who is being educated at school and equipped to 
read the more worthwhile publications It is through constructive reading 
that vocabulary is improved, style in composition developed and the imagina- 
tion stimuiated' 

We receive a constant stream of new publications as you may imagine by the 
numbers of children’s books pubiished each year which was mentioned earlier 
on 
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All books are read before any orders are placed This must sound an almost 
impossible task and it is a pretty high ideal There are many books the 
So-called classics, the semi-classics, new editions of well-known and tried 
books which are familiar to the Children’s Librarian and which only need to 
be looked at in order to see the newest edition, the lay-out, the illustra 
tions etc There are books by authors well known to her, books which come 
out in series where each one does not need to be read right through, once the 
reliability of the author is established Though, mind you, this business of 
books in series is a dangerous one, as not all authors can keep up a high 
standard throughout a whole series and they tend to trade on the reputation 
of their first successes to the detriment of volumes ten, eleven, twelve and 
so on This is one reason why we sometimes have to decide to discontinue 
buying books by authors who are known but whose work has gone down 

Books in both Afrikaans and English by new authors are read right through 
and the criteria of selecting which have been set out in the first part of 
this article are taken as a guide If any of you would like to know more 
about books on children’s books, the so-called "tools" (we were asked once 
what sort of tools were being bought for the Children’s Department) please 
look up the list published in the Cape Librarian of December, 1958 

There you can find a treasure chest full of answers to many questions which 
must have come to you when dealing with children in connection with their 
book choice 

The Afrikaans books are read and judged by the first assistant in the 
Juvenile Department, who is Afrikaans speaking She has a Library Science 
degree which means she has studied Librarianship at a University for three 
years In addition she holds a teacher’s diploma She judges the Afrikaans, 
and the few Dutch books we buy She then discusses the books with the Chil 
dren’s Librarian and her advisory committee and we decide on the ordering of 
those books which fulfil a number of the requirements asked for earlier on 
As stated before, we usually order about 300 copies of any suitable title 

The question of the Afrikaans Children’s Book has been laid before you 
earlier on in this monthly Journal and we would advise you to look up "The 
Cape Librarian" of May, 1959, in case you might have overlooked it at the 
time of publication 

The amount of non-fiction books in Afrikaans is negligible Naturally the 
number of titles accepted during the year varies with the number of good 
books published However, you will all have realised by now that we cannot 
possibly satisfy all the children’s demands in the Afrikaans medium and the 
sooner the Afrikaans speaking child learns to make use of the wealth of 
literature in the English medium found on the shelves of our libraries, the 
better he will be served 

The selection of books in English lies in the hands of the Children’s 
Librarian and her advisory committee. She has been working for very many 
years in Children’s Departments and Libraries Overseas, in Berlin, London and 
New York of the children’s books published in English we have those from 
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Great Britain and those from America We prefer the English publications 
though the American ones are often much better produced There are two 
reasons for that choice Firstly we hold that for a child reading either in 
his own or his second language, the difference in speiling cannot but be 
confusing Labour is spelied without the letter 'u' in the American editions 
honour is spelled 'honor' travelied is spelied with one "l' only etc The 
second reason is that of our budget again Prices of more than $3.00 per 
title are quite common for American books, i.e. over a £ for each copy. We do 
buy American productions, however, in the non-fiction as well as the fiction 
sections, as many outstanding books come from there, and are not published in 
En gl and 

In the fiction section we try to build up a balanced stock of new titles 
together with all that has been good in Children’s iiterature in the past 
The books are read and judged taking into account the present state of the 
collection Books which fulfii a number of those requirements spoken of 
eariiler on, will be ordered Advice from Regional Librarians as well as 
Librarians in Pubiic Libraries is taken into account General and special 
requests for fiction and non-fiction books from libraries are considered and 
Satisfied as far as possibie and in accordance with the outiines given 
Naturaliy this applies to books in Afrikaans and other languages as weil 

The English non ysiction books are judged not on their merits aione but the 
material already available on the subject they are dealing with is taken into 
consid-ration If we get a new book on photography for instance, it is judg 
ed on its own merits, its suitability, its age level etc but we aiso take 
into account the books aiready in circulation on photography and may not 
order the new book in spite of its being good if the subject is already 
adequately covered The work we have done for the specific title is not in 
vain, however. as we keep a record of it for later references 


CONCLUSION 


We have been trying to give some idea of the work we do in the Children’s 
Department in connection with book seiection It forms only part of our 
work here. but it is the most important one as it will affect in turn ail the 
young readers who come to you 

We need books of quality The fact that a book has been published either 
in Afrikaans or in English does not necessarily make it a good book in the 
sense we have been trying to put before you. Though many of all chiidren’s 
books now published are of a good quality, there are also ali those which are 
just merchandise, those which are published because there is a market and 
demand for chiidren’s books Grown ups’ uncies and aunts, parents and grand 
parents, also need guidance through the children’s iiterature, so that they 
do not fail prey to the lesser type of book which can happen so easiiy for 
sheer lack of knowledge There are authors who think that writing for chiid 
ren is just child’ s play and easy; let them realise that our measurements and 
demands are higher than they think they are 
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Would we buy a machine todey and take an old fashioned model exvneriment 
with it. keeping the good items of it and spend time on the improvement 
rely not Only the newest and best would be ordered This much for « 
material thing and would you not say that spiritual things are equally im 
portant in fact far more important really Put before the children the 
poorer tyne of book one of those we callie’ "merchandise" and what co we get? 
Will the requirements we ask from bo: fulfilled? Hardly 
The child will fill an idle hour by reacing that book he will have spent 
some time on it which he could have snent far more happvily enjioving really 
worthwhile book which can give him something for life not just for an hour 
He will reac what is offered so let us offer him the hetter books The more 
widely he reads in his youth the more likeiy he will ake frien vith books 
for life Friends which will serve him, frien he will enjoy, which will 
stimulate him, develop his mind, broaden his horizon and hel him to face 
the very complicated pattern of our vresent day life 
As long as you don’t

BARTOLOME ESTEBAN MURILLO (1617-1682) 


Bartolome Esteban Murillo (1617-1682) is one of the two or three really 
important Spanish painters of the 17th century; the others being Francesco de 
Zurbaran and Diego Velazquez I do not believe that it was a coincidence that 
ali these painters were born in Seville Naturally, this city had not the 
Significance of Florence during the Renaissance, but Seville is a place where 
it was possible for the fine arts to develop 

Spain is a large country, and the North is very different in character from 
the South I found that the landscape in the North, between Barcelona and 
Madrid, was in many ways similar to the Karrooin South Africa. The South is 
different Here there is water, and the climate is warmer and it sometimes 
seemed to me like a sub-tropical region. The vicinity of Seville, with its 
mountains and vaileys, is attractive; the soil is fertile and here olive 
trees and vines grow Thus, it is a pleasant place to live; and the people 
are charming and kindly They reflect the character of the lardscape. The 
people of the North are frequently grave and reserved; warmth, gaiety and 
joie de vivre characterise the people of Seville. 

These qualities naturally are reflected in their art, too, and the work of 
Murillo, in particular, typifies the spirit of his home 

Murilio did many paintings of the Madonna, and his fame and success are 
dependent largely on these However, there is also a small group of genre 
paintings which are unusually attractive. There is, for example, "The Melon- 
Eaters' which gives an insight into Murillo’s artistic principles This is 
obviously a scene which he had observed many times in the streets of Seville, 
and it is clear that Murillo was interested only in its picturesque quality. 
He pays no attention to the social implications; just taking a great delight 
in these two boys, who sit, so carefree, eating fruit. They are poverty 
stricken, their clothing is tattered and they are hungry, yet this does not 
affect their delight in being alive. These boys enjoy life on this earth, 
and at this moment they are concentrating on an important aspect of living 
eating! 

Of course, one could call this popular art and without doubt it is - but 
it cannot be labelled weak or bad art It is merely that Murillo’s approach 
is concerned with the description of a situation; it does not deal with 
fundamental problems or internal conflicts Murillo does not reach the great 
depths of human experience And yet he fills an important place in the 
history of European painting as a painter who saw the world around him in a 
friendly and pleasant light
